The president added that

States entered the war. 


Such a peace with Germany,” 
the m essage continued, 
a peace in 
wihch none of the essential inter­ 
ests which wre had at heart when 
wTe entered the war is safeguarded 
— is, ought to be inconceivable, is 
inconsistent with the dignity of the 
United States with the rights and 
liberties of her citizens and with 
the very fundam ental conditions of 
civilization.”

W ilson’s proposal for an American 
mandate over Armenia was dis­ 
approved today by the senate for­ 
eign relations com m ittee.

tion on the president’s request. 
By a vote of l l to 4 the com­ 
m ittee reported a 
resolution 
de­ 
claring that congress respectfully 
declined to grant to the executive 
the powder to accept a mandate 
over Armenia.

Hitchcock Against Plan. 
By Associated Press. 
W ashington, May 27.— Democrat­ 
ic opposition developed yesterday 
to President W ilson’s request of 
congress for authority to accept a 
mandate over Armenia. 
Senator Hitchcock, Nebraska, ad­ 
ministration leader in the peace 
treaty fight, joined republicans op­ 
posing the measure, and there were 
indications other democrats would 
stand with him. 
Announcement of 
Senator H itchcock’s purpose v.ras 
made while house republican lead­ 
ers were trying to ag’-ee on the 
speediest method of disposing of the 
whole question. 
The m eeting of the Foreign Af­ 
fairs Committee, called to obtain 
the view s of Secretary Colby, v/ar3 
postponed because of the secre­ 
tary’s inability to attend, but there 
were many informal conferences by 
both parties at which members ex­ 
pressed strong objection to any pro­ 
posal wThieh would send American 
troops to Europe or Asia. 
Chairman Porter indicated the 
President s m essage would be con­ 
sidered briefly and then laid on the 
table, which w ould end it. 
As the senate has failed to ratify 
the treaty with its League of Na­ 
tions covenant, republican 
mem­ 
bers of the house com m ittee de­ 
clared there were legal objections 
to the President’s proposal. 
They 
contended that to accept a man­ 
date would be like doing indirectly 
what congress had not permitted 
to done directly. 
The house com m ittee is not ex­ 
pected to m eet until noon Friday, 
but the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee probably will take tip 
the mandate question tomorrow'. In 
the senate as in the house, the gen­ 
eral desire seem ed to be to table 
it, although it was suggested that- 
the President might call congress 
in special session for its considera­ 
tion. 
The President was asked in a 
resolution today \by Representative 
Mason (Rep.), Illinois, for full in­ 
formation as to the cost and num­ 
ber of troops required in connec­ 
tion with his mandate proposal.

‘ The specific operation suggest­ 
ed by the president for blocking in 
the German submarines would have 
been im practicable because

wrere many practical elem ents gov­ 
erning the situation, of which he 
could not expect to be accurately 
informed.” 
Rear Admiral Sims declared the 
navy departm ent’s w itnesses had 
revealed a condition in the 
navy 
“even more distressing than I could 
have im agined.”
